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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 37-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 37, "the sintered state inside" lacks antecedent basis. Also it cannot 
be seen how "outside the compact" may have any SIALON content. Perhaps 
applicants meant the "surface". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 37- 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Suzuki et al (5,41 1 ,923), 
for reasons of record. 

It is noted the claimed ratio disclosed by Suzuki et al fall with the claimed 
ranges of alpha-SIALON and beta-SIALON. 

Applicants further argue the SIALON body formed by Suzuki is generated 
according to another method than the presently claimed invention. 

With respect to the product claims, the method of forming does not 
patentably distinguish the claimed product. 

"The patentability of a product does not depend upon its method of production. If the 
product in [a] product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the 
prior art, [then] the claim is unpatentable even though the prior [art] product was made by 
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a different process." In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations 
omitted). Once the examiner provides a rationale tending to show that the claimed 
product appears to be the same or similar to that of the prior art, although produced by a 
different process , the burden shifts to applicant to come forward with evidence 
establishing an unobvious difference between the claimed product and the prior art 
product. In re Marosi, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

With respect to the method claims, they do not include any limitations that 
distinguish from the process of Suzuki et al. Suzuki et al sinter at 1900°C for .5-5 
hours (col. 4, lines 35-58) which is within the claimed ranges.
